BIRTHS 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births  in  the 
town  as  656  (345-  boys  and  311  girls),  this  being  11  more  than  in  1970. 

Of  these  births,  62  were  illegitimate.  This  is  9.0  per  cent  of  the  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  10.0  per  cent  in  1970. 

The  uncorrected  birth  rate  for  1971  was  13.2  and  when  the  comparability 
factor  (1.20)  is  applied,  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  15.8  per  1,000  of  the 
total  population,  compared  with  l6.i  in  1970.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1970  was  16.0,

STILLBIRTHS 

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1971  was  12  (7  males  and  5  females), 
2  of  which  were  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  18  per  1,000 
total  births,  as  compared  with  8.0  in  1970. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1971 
compared  with  eight  in  1970.  These  twelve  deaths  give  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  18  per  1,000  live  births,  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
being  18.0,  Four  cf  the  twelve  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  after 
birth.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  (Deaths  of  Infants  during  the  first  week 
after  birth  plus  stillbirths)  was  24  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  compared 
with  22  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal  causes  in  1971. 

DEATHS 

v  Af^er> correctlon  f°r  transferable  deaths  the  total  assigned  to  the  Borough 
by  the  Registrar-General  was  780  (356  males  and  424  females).  This  is  53  less 
than  in  1970  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  15.7  per  1,000  of  population. 

When  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  to  make  it  comparable  with  other 

1,ri5tricts’  the  l°cal  death  rate  was  9.6  compared  with  11.6  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.
